Ve ſtand amaſed now confoun⸗ 
ded in our ſelues by our ſeldome aſlpectes, impartyng the gil- 
tineſſe of our conciences, neither hauyng that confirmitie of 
mynd in vs that befitteth Philoſophers, noz that vale we to at⸗ 
tempt as in the dates of the Law maker Licurgus we once had. 
Ik we will be wiſe, why are our attemptes ſauced with repen⸗ 
taunce: iflearned,whp are we blind in diſcipline; If we remf- 
ber our ſeluesot our foꝛmer eſtates, how we haue been g lozi⸗ 
fied in our well doyng. contemned in our ill, how accounted 
of foʒ our expeditions, hom diſdained foꝛ our flatteries, we ſhal 
find all our goodes to pꝛocede from good counſaile, as ourbad- 
des from contempt ofthe Godes, 

So that now thus it ſtandeth, ſince the floudes, the faces, 
yea the Fliſian feildes are ſo fauourable. that the one caſteth vp, 
the other blefleth;the laſt greeteth vs wich heauenly documen⸗ 
tes and neceſſaxy fozewarninges, let the head rule the feet, eche

Many caſualties happen, whiche although thei be be⸗ 

nefictall vaiuarſallie, yet confirme they ſome one perticuler 
moꝛe then the reſt, and I thinke that theſe caſualties as now 
bath happened in Athens when as ſuch a one at the inſlante 


is relident, who with eloquence may blazenout the myzacu- 


loulneſle of the accident, and by good admonition fubdue the 
errours of this Citie. 


As J came to Athens to ſee it, ſo Cailed J hether to here thee, 


and though the delight of the one bee ſomewhat aunſwerable

Foꝛ this Citie, I find it moze faughtie then famous, fo2 thee, | 
moꝛe learned then J haue yet hard ſpoken. 

As foꝛ the noueltie that latly happined, if ſo the ſtate be ru⸗ 
led any where as there it is ſet downe, J doubt not but peace 
hath there ſeated her ſclfin ſecuritie, e that either the Climate 
is ſo gratious that all are wiſe from their cradell, and all foz⸗ 
tunate by the benifit ofthe place. Foz thy repaſt , 2 accept it: 
fo thy moꝛrall diſcourſe I wiſhe fox it, and deſire in as ſhoꝛte 
ſpace I might be made copartner of thy confoꝛmitie, as J ſhall 
with than kkull harte bee pertaker of thy diet. This ſated,thet 
ſat downe , and hauyng ſatiſtied them ſelues with ſuche pꝛoui⸗

In theſc opinions dur old philoſophers being conuerſant, 
the farther they looked into the beginning of all thinges , 
the mote they lolte them ſelues : ſo that one of them a moſte 
p2ofounde clearke called S:-107:des,veſired by Hiero , the ty- 
rant to inquire what God was, and demaunding but one 
dapes reſpite, was in his deepeſt imaginations ſo confounded, 
that ſeeing the fartherhe ſought the mote he failed,he was i in⸗ 
foꝛced to ceaſe the attempt, and ſubiect his opinion tothe! ine 
ſcrutable effence ofthe higheſt, | 
In leauing therfozetheſe opinions of philoſophers to heir 
Maiſters, we mulk conclude, that the wozlde of nothing was 
made wonderfull , finiſhed in a trinall dignitie which 16 moſte 
abſolute, fo though in ſixe dayes woꝛk the whole Baſle was 
finiſhep, yet in thzee perſons the fabzicature was compoſed, 
and the fabzicated redeemed: ſo that in vnequall numbers an 
vnerplicable wonder was wꝛought, when as by the omnipo 
tencie of trinall dignitie the wozlde was made, man created, 
man ſanctified, and man redeemed, bythe operation of thee 
perſons in one godhead.

Plato in his baake of common wealth, will needes make a 
common wealth of diuelles in the ſkies: thus ech hath his er⸗ 
rour, and euerie one a ſeuerall fancafte, but ſince we certaine⸗ 
ly knowe how the Monde was made, and by the beholding 
ok the ſame, wonder at che wozkemailter, ſince we ſee the im⸗ 


perfection of our Philoſophers, that woulde incloſe the diui-: 


nitie wythin limites, let vs nowe wade further, and conſider 


of the operation of the celeſtiall bodies in our terreſtiall ſub- 


iects: and herein the vanitie of many are tobe wondꝛed at, at⸗ 


tributing many things to deſtinie & foztune, whereas nothing 
palleth without the pꝛouidence of the higheſt: but foꝛ the woꝛ⸗ 
king ofthe higher powers ; there is ſome lunilitude in this, 
that accopving tothe operation of the planet , the creature is 
diſpoſed, and ik oppolitions fal contrarious in the heauens, the 
contrarietie takes effect here on earth: foʒ in truth, man is 
that table, wherein is included al the ſecretes ok nature, and (o 
are his members diſpoſed by pꝛouidence, that if by all circum⸗ | 
ſpection he can conceiue his owne conſtitution: neither can; 
the operation ofthe planets be hiden from him, no; the noucl- 
ties of the earth paſſe his vnderſtãding, in the the whole maſſe 
of nature, neither is hidden Arte concluded lo ſecrete, that is 
not included in man, neither any effect in things without life, 
that hath not relation tothe lively ſubſtance, at coming as the 
heauens are round, ſo is mans head ſphericall,as the vnderſtã⸗ 
ding and intellectiue parte, hath congruence wpththe higher 
heauens, in which reaſon as in inſcrutable power dilpoleth al 


things, and ruleth al things, the ſences which are the ogaines 
whereby reaſon wozketh, though in number they differ, yet in 


effect they varie not, miniſtring with equal compaſle to euery 


member, at the ſpheres wyth one Se inuiron the cen⸗ 


ter.

But as Arte pꝛoſtteth Naturei in ſome things, fo Nature 
excelleth Arte in many thyngs, and pet haue theſe two ſo ſtri⸗ 
urd together, that in Protogenes table were as fame grapes 
in colours, as in Natur es gardens, thep were in ſubſtaunce: 
fo Nature indeede war. + affecteth the ſight, but allo the 
ſenſes,where Art in ſettyng out of colours prefentech a ſhape 
wythout aſubſtance, 

But ſo aretheſe twoknitte together, that if Nature dlowe | 
no fenell, Arte can make no fire, if Nature beſtowe no cou - 
lours, we can haue no paynting, and hee that will ſtryue ta 
make an Aſſe eloquent, wil, uta Minerua, woꝛzke great won - 
ders, and pet a Crowe could cry e although Nature allo⸗ 
wed her no limites.
